164. being then dri-' 
venaway by Tumults, And the Houſes for a_ Year and almoſt three Months, 
from the thizd of Nov. 1640, to the tenth of Jamwery, 1641. as aforeſaid, be- 
ing, a Year and almoſt'three Months, had Time and Liberty to queſtion all 
thoſe perſons who were either Cauſes or Inſtruments of the violation of any

\Examine'how both Houſes remedied them in former times. Firſt, touching 
Religion,: What hath been done this way ?.

The two Houſes now 
at Weſtminſter 1 am (ure will not deny but the refuſal of ſuch Bills had been 
juſt, the King being aſliſted as aforeſaid, and why not ſo in theſe Times? 

For the Civil Government, what a Bill did both Houſes'preſent to Richard 
the Third, to-make good his Title to the Crown ; had it not been great ho- 
to him to have rejected it ? What Bills were exhibited ro Henry the Eighth, 
by both Houſes for baſtardizing of his Daughter Elizabeth, a Queen of 
renowned Memory, to ſettle the Crown of this Realm, for default of Ilue 
of his Body, upon ſuch perſons as he ſhould declare by his Letters Patents, 
or his laſt wall, and many more of the like > Had not this refuſal of pafling 
ſuch Bills maghified his Vertue, and rendred him to poſterity in a different 
Character from what he now hath ? 

And by-the Experience of all Times, and the Confideration of Humane ' 
Frailty this Condvfion is manifeſtly deduced, that it is not poſſible to keep
